~ drawn, in this: conneetion, a certain dis- 
tinction. The first, as we have hinted, is 
an unavoidable thing. By the second is 

* meant the expression. of the thing ; and its 
“expression, far from being a matter of course 
like ‘the other, ‘should ke scrupulously 
avoided. It is uot wise on the purt of the 
balked, occupying such official positions, to 
complain aloud in the market place, because 
that way never lies the hopo of the end 
desired. Iti not good, because it smacks of 
enyy, aud tends to destruction of the valuable 
eapril de corpr. It is of no avail, in the 
present instance, because there is very little 
chance of public sympathy for such grum- 
blings and murmurings, Even supposing 
that sympathy were of the slightest use to 
a policeman, which it isn’t, it would hardly 
be forthcoming just now. The plain citizen, 
with iis own particular worries; would most 
likely at this season retort; “ Bother you 
and your promotion... Go and catch sonie 
‘of these burglars who are annoying us.” 
It is particularly foolish to allege, as we are 
informed is being done, that there has been 


favouritism, that the Officer Administering 
the Government. has overlooked or over- 
ridden the recommendations of the Cuptain 
Superintendent of Police. Assuming for 
4 moment so insupposable a case, the 
possibility of injustice is no whit increased, 
seeing that in bis time, playing, ag is the lot 
of Service men, many parts, the Officer 
Administering the Government has’ per- 
formed the functions of Police Captain, and 
may Le “supposed to Iknow, mach better 
than the malcontents give -him eredit® for, 
the needs of the service and the deserts of 
the therein.
